~ Chicago has been called the ‘“‘ most lawless 
city in Christendom.” It has a reputation for 
crime calculated to send a thrill] of fear down 
the back of the stranger who finds it neces- 
gary to pay it a visit. Elsewhere ite name 
brings to mind frequent murders aad con- 
stant “holdups.’’ Murderers, thieves, and 
pootlegs are supposed to enjoy here “ a car- 
nival of crime.” 

I wish to protest withall my energy against 
such a slander. It may be there was more 
ordess justification for these charges a few 
years ago, and the modern Chicago is:suf- 
fering therefrom. But I have no hesitation 
in affirming that the city today is as orderly, 
as lawful as any other community of its size 

cosmopolitan character. I have been 
remote sections during the day. I have 
been alone in the business quarter, the red 
light district, and elsewhere at night. I 
and have had no 
reason to feel the slightest fear for my safety. 


Statistics Seem to Be Appalling. 

Statistics would seem to show an appalling 
condition here. The report of the general 
superintendent of police contains a record of 
68,220 charges for various offenses made 
against 63,385 persons who were placed un- 
der arrest. That is to say, an average of 
ene out of about every thirty-six inhabitants 


- during 1908 committed a violation of the law 


which caused his apprehension by the police. 

But statistics will lie in this instance, as 
in every other, unless they are carefully 
studied. Thus I find that of the charges re- 
ferred to, 50,573 relate to violations of city 
ordinances and to various unimportant state 
misdemeanors which properly should not be 
described as crime. Of course, these offenses 
cannot be tolerated by the community. 

But of the crimes which are serious, such 
as murders, criminal assaults, robbery, etc., 
Chicago is decidedly not as bad as it has 
been painted.

Great Audience Dashes to 
Shake Hands with Explor- 
er at the Close of 
His Lecture. 


ARCTIC TRIP HIS THEME. 


Tells Straightforward Story of 
His Hazardous Expedition 
to the Top of the 
Earth. 


Pandemonium, kept under restraint during 
the lecture itself, broke in the Coliseum 
last night at the close of Dr. Frederick A. 
Cook's relation of the story of his quest for 
the north pole, It started with cheers, rose 
to a thunder that reverberated through the 
big hall, and ended in a pell mell rush for the 
speaker's platform, Chairs were overturned, 
tables were tossed aside, front row listeners 
were swept away as men and women joined in 
a rush for the platform, 

Dr. Cook met the first rush, advanced to the 
edge of the platform, and clasped the eager 
hands that were stretched up to him. But 
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merce and finance. If it were not so, the 
problem of reorganizing our finances would 
be ever so much easier.

Many persons will be unprepared for the 
statement that the United States today is 
the greatest banking power in the world, and 
yet that is simply and surely so. By bank- 
ing power is meant the sum of the capital, 
surplus, undivided profit, deposits, and circu- 
lation of the banks. At the date of the last 
report in 1908 there was, including national, 
state, savings, and other banks, a total of 


about 25,000. 
Banking Power Is $17,642,705,274. 


The figures show an aggregate capital of 
$1,833,805,203; of surplus, etc., $1,794,470,084; 
with deposits of $18,400,766,024; and circula- 
tion of $613,663,968. When these items are 
added together. they give the staggering 
total of $17,642,705,274. This, then, is the 
banking power of the United States, and it 
is this banking power which will be more 
or less directly affected-at the outset by any 
legislation undertaken to reform the cur- 
rency and banking system. 


ing power of all the rest of the world was 
set down as $28,107.600,000. Thus it will be 
seen that the United States now holds more 
than one-third of the banking power of the 
whole world, our nearest competitor, the 
British empire, being represented by only 
$11, 157,000,000. 

In the last twenty years, the United States 
has increased its banking power something 
like 250 per cent, sp that any legisiation

CANDIDATE IS AT A LOSS. 


‘**How Do You Stand?” She Says, and 
He Cannot Answer. 


New York, Oct. &8—[Special.j—New York 
fusionists found out tonight why it is tnat 
Premier Asquith plays golf with a guard 
of half a dozem policemen; why the houses 
of parliament are guarded by platoons of 
London’s “ finest,”’ and why, as some of the 
fusionists hed heard, half the men in kinglish 
public life look under the bed betore retr- 
ing to rest. 

For the Fusion party’s ratification meetiag 
tonight was put to rout by one littie woman 
who didn’t weigh more than 145 pounds, put 
who used the methods of thé Britisn sutra- 
gettes for the first time in America. Men 
of twice her weight lost all interest in the 
ratification of Candidate Bannard and joined 
im a wild stampede for the door, while tne 
candidate himself, interrupted in the miast 
of his declaration of principles, made noises 
ike a man with a fishbone im nis throat ana 
wiggled his fingers in an order to the band 
to strike up a fast tune. 


Question Creates a Panic. 

“How do you stand on woman's suffrage, 
Mr. Bannard?” was the question that turned 
the meeting of dignified and thoughtful look- 
ing men into @ collection of panic stricken 
seekers for the exits. 

It was propounded by Miss Maude Malone, 
president of the Harlem Equa) Rights league. 
Miss Malone sat alone in the middle of the 
hall. If any of the men had noticed her 
before she arose with her question, it prob- 
ably was to wonder what politician had such 
an attractive and modest looking daughter. 
She looked about as dangerous as a chocolate 
cream. Later the men who had recovered 
from their panic sufficiently to think at al! 
recalled that a dynamite bomb looks harm- 
less, too, until some one lights the fuse. 

Miss Malone’s interruption came when Mr. 
Bannard was elaborating his closing thought. 
Right at this point Miss Malone intruded, 
breaking up the beautiful thought just like 
a real British militant suffragette. 


Breaks a Thought All Up. 

“I’m not given to making promises,” the 
candidate was continuing. “ I'd rather sur- 
prise you by doing a little better than you ex- 
pect than by not doing so well. If you are not 
registered, and do not register——”’ 

In the middle of the audience of black coat- 
ed men, half way up the center aisle, fose 
Miss Malone. She was dressed in virginal 
white, and her brown hair was drawn back 
over her white temples in girlish fashion. 

“But, Mr. Bannard, what about woman’s 
suffrage? Where do you stand on that?” she 
wanted to know. 

Mr. Bannard faltered, blinked, and, bowing, 
turned to answer thé young woman. 

‘“* Why, I've already answered that ques- 
tion, madam,” he stammered. “ You'll find 
my reply in next Sunday’s papers.” 

“ Well, but this Is a ratification meeting,”’ 
persisted Miss Malone, as all the men in the 
big audience, open mouthed and startled, 
turned to look at her. 


Candidate Shifts Responsibility. 

Mr. Bannard, politely but with great dig- 
nity, tried another tack. “ That is a state 
subject, madam,” he said, kindly. “ Really, 
I'm not dodging. But it is not a subject for 
the city, but for the state to decide.”’ 

“ But we're voters, and we influence voters. 
We want an expression of opinion——” 

At this point, while shouts, hoots, and 
stamping began to be heard all over the big 
hall, Chairman Schieffelin got up from his 
chair and started foggthe edge of the plat- 
form. He also seemed handicapped by havy- 
ing been brought up from childhood with 
that American idea that woman in every 
situation must be treated with extreme 
courtesy, 

“You must sit down, madam,” he said. 
“Otherwise I sha have to ask the police 
to remove you.’ 

Miss Malone attempted to say something 
more, but it was lostina v&rst of hooting and 
stamping. 

‘I'll close by asking: ‘ Will you go on 
talking your poison until 1913?’ "’ said candi- 
date Bannard to the audience. Then he re- 
tired, the band played, and every one 
stampeded for the door.

MAY DISCIPLINE CLERK. 


Wheaton Court Shocked ‘Because 
Attaches Suppressed Record 
of the Case.’ 


Judge Mazzini Slusser of the Du Page 
Circuit court, who granted Mrs. Jarvis Hunt 
a divorce from her architect husband, on 
Wednesday at noon, stated last night that the 
case was closed and his decision final. 

This was his reply to an agitation directed 
against him for the purpose of having the 
decree set aside on the ground of irregulari- 
ties in the conduct of the hearing. 

“I did say this afternoon that I would 
order a rehearing of the case in open court 
if it could be shown that such a proceeding 
was warranted,” said he. ™“ But after care 
fully considering the evidence introduced by 
the complainant and her witnesses and the 
charges of undue influence being used to keep 
the court proceedings a secret, I see no reason 
for taking any such action. 

“The evidence against Mr. Hunt was so 
conclusive that should a rehearing of the case 
be ordered there could be but one result— 
that of deciding in favor of the complainant, 
as before. 

“If there was an agreement between the 
parties concerned as to the securing of the 
divorce, the agreement was based on the use- 
lessness of the defendant fighting against the 
inevitable. If he agreed not to fight the case 
it was because of the positiveness of the evi- 
dence against him in substantiation of the 
charges made by Mrs. Hunt. 


Judge Blames Subordinate. 


the papers in the case exceeded his authority. 
There is no justification for the suppression 
of public records, and I would penalize or 
discipline Mr. Hull, the clerk of the court, 
were it not for the fact that his wife is at 
the point of death. 

“ Trregular and possibly illegal means were 
used by the clerk to hide the records. I 
was surprised and shocked when I was con- 
vinced of the truth of the charges regarding 
attachés of my court in connection with the 
suppression of the records in the Hunt case. 
This is also said to have been done in other 
cases, but I do not know that this is a fact. 

“So long as I sit on the bench of the Du 
Page county court I will take drastic action 
against the offenders if there is ever a repe- 
tition of the offense. Everycourt action will 
be entered upon the court records immedi- 
ately, and no records will be allowed to go 
outside of the office without the order of the 
court. I have settled in my own way with 
my bailiff, and will attend to the case of the 
clerk of the court later. 


Did Not Read Decree Carefully. 

“TY was misied by the attorneys for tne com- 
plainaht and the defendant regarding the 
disposition of the Hunt children. | did not 
read the decree through carefully before 
signing it, not noticing that it contained no 
reference to the children. 1 asked the coun- 
sel for both sides, who were standing near 
me, if satisfactory arrangements had been 
made with reference to thecnlidren, and was 
told that there had been and that they were 
to be left in the care of the mother. 

“The children are without a legal guar- 
dian and if either of the parents should 
come before the court with a petition, that 
part of the case could be reopened and some 
provision made for their guardianship. ‘ney 
are now wards of the court. Their present 
status leaves them heirs to the property of 
both parents. 

“TI did not blame the attorneys for wishing 
to have the public hear as little of the case 
as possible, because of the nature - the 
testimony.”’ 

It was reported during the day that the 
Hunt case was not the first in which detalis 
had been suppressed in Wheaton. About nine 
months ago Thomas R. Hull, son of Clerk 
T. M. Hull of the Du PageCounty court, was 
divorced from his wife, and the papers nia- 
den, it is said, until after the decree had 
been entered.

Bar association, when asked concerning the 
legality of withholding papers in a lawsuit 
from the court records, said: 

**I know nothing about the Hunt case, but 
it is an offense to. withhold the bill of com- 
plaint and the decree of divorce from the 
records in divorce cases. No public official 
has the right to do that, but I do not know 
that it is a criminal offense.”’ 

The bill of complaint and the decree in the 
Hunt case were on file during the day in the 
Du Page county courthouse. Clerk Hull, 
however, insisted it was ‘“‘nobody’s business”’ 
when they had been returned to the files. 

According to lawyers interested in the 
Hunt case, either of the parents can take the 
children from the other by force at any time 
without legal redress by the other.

Defends City Court Judges. 


CALLS FOR MORE DETAIIA. 


Duty to Investigate Grand Juries Put 
Up to Prosecutor. 


Tn a friendly letter—caustic im parts but 
friendly, nevertheless—Chief Justice Olson 
of the Municipal court yesterday answered 
the communication sent him recently by 
State’s Attorney Wayman relating to the ad- 
verse criticism of “certain Municipal 
judges.” 

The letter to Mr. Wayman was mailed by 
Judge Olson at night and will be received 
by the prosecutor when he arrives at his 
office this morning. The chief justice said 
it was up to Mr. Wayman to make it public 
if he so desired. 

While replying fully to the former letter 
of the prosecutor and, taking a firm stand 
regarding the action of a former grand jury 
which charged the Municipal court with send- 
ing many cases to the Criminal! court with- 
out sufficient evidence, it is declared that 
Judge Olson assures Mr. Wayman of his 
good will and especially deprecates any re- 
port of ‘a controversy between them. 

Prosecutor Shares Any Fault. 

In«the first place, it is stated that if there is 
anything wrong with the Municipal court 
Mr. Wayman’s assistants themselves are to 
blame in part. For instance, it is said, the 
judges seldom hold over a defendant to the 
grand jury without the sanotion of the as- 


handle the prosecution. 

Also, Mr. Wayman is told that the Lst of 
cases compiled by Judge Olson's assistant, 
Charles Krimbell, is accurate and was taken 
directly from the grand jury records; that 
out of more than 300 witnesses in cases which 
were held over to the grand jury only one in 
every four was heard by the inquisitorial 
body. This, it is said, is not the fault of the 
state’s attorney, but of the grand jury, which 
is the supreme authority on the indictments. 

As far as the work of the Municipal judges 
is concerned, it is said the letter to Mr, Way- 
man will present indirectly an invitation to 
the prosecutor to show instances’ where the 
city jurists have been negligent in their duty, 
or, on the other hana, have been too enthu- 
siastic in holding persons over to the grand 
jury without the necessary evidence. 


Court Not Jury “ Watchdog.” 

Again the letter will state, it is said, that it 
is not up to the Municipal court to tell the 
state’s attorney what errors have been made 
in investigations before the grand jury. 
While it is strongly intimated that many er- 
rors have been made, it is declared to be the 
opinion of Judge Olson that the Municipal 
court is not supposed to actin the capacity of 
a “ watchdog.”’ 

From the character of Mr. Wayman’s let- 
ter to the chief justice, it was believed that 
Judge Olson would cite a number of cases in 
which the grand jury had been lax in its in- 
vestigation. The letter to the prosecutor, it 
is said, will not cite a single case, but will 
leave the investigation of the grand jury’s 
work up to the state's attorney. 

In closing Judge Olson repeats, it is said, 
that court and prosecutor should “ get to- 
gether’ and work for the best interests of 
law enforcement and for the good of the com- 
munity in general. 

Chief Justice Carpenter will call a meet- 
ing of fellow jurists im the near tuture, and 
three judges will be chosen as a committee 
to hear the demands of the various depart- 
ment heads. It is said several of the judges 
already have been besieged with petitions 
from influential clerks, but that the judges, 
also, have become imbued with the Spirit of 
general retrenchment.

“Weare going ahead with our work of 
investigating the west side levee,’’ Dr. Blau- 
stein said, “and expect to have eli-the evi- 
dence we desire in our hands by the middle 
or the latter part of next week, when we 
will visit the mayor. As soon as the informa- 
tion Which our investigators are now gather- 
ing has been put in proper shape we will 
calla meeting of the presidents and rabbis of 
the Jewish congregations and a course of 
ection Will be mapped out. 

“The amount of public sentiment we have 
qreated against the white slave evil is re- 
markable. The resignation of Julius Frank 
from’ the presidency of the Anshe Calvaria 
eongregation is a decided victory. It shows 
we have succeeded in building up a public 
epinion among the Jews in Chicago." 


Insult to the Jewish Dead.

Eveless Eden at the Pole. 

*1'm here to tell you how on April 21, 1908, 
I reached the north pole,”’ he said slowly. 
“The problem with which we had to deal 
was one which had engaged the minds of 
men of many ages. was one that required 
good health end a hicky combination of cir- 


cumstances. 

“In our campaign there wae nothing very 
wonderful. We had no aeroplanes, no sub- 
marines, no motor sledges. We reduced our 
subsistence and means of transportation to 
that of primitive man. We lived the life that 
Adam lived. But there was no Eve at the 
pole to relieve the frigid silence.”’ 

Dr. Cook then paid a tribute to arotic ex- 
orers of previous times and included in his 
debt to these men Peary. He related how 
the John R. Bradley was fitted out and said 
there was no demonstration on the part of 
himself or the public when the schooner 
sailed out of the harbor of Gloucester, Mass. 

“There was no need,” he explained. “ This 
arctic expedition needed no bombast. I was 
not backed by the polar trust. The venture 
was quietly given life from the first by John 
R. Bradley. I shaped its destiny.

Feels Sure He Succeeded. 


“ Now the north pole is nota spot on which 
you can put your foot and say: ‘ This is the 
north pole. The world does not turn on a 
pin point or on ball bearings. With our in- 
struments it was not possible to locate the 
pole nearer than probably a fraction of a mile 
—possibly a quarter of a mile. 


“If our observations will prove this, as l'm | 


sure they will, if they will show we were 
within a mile of the north pole, I shall be 
satisfied. 

“ We found no land at thepole. We found 
nothing wonderful. It was like the same ice 
we had seen during our march of 3O miles. 
It was the same sea of ice we had traveled 
over for many days. We found no stick 
there to nail the flag to.”’ 

Dr.. Cook ther related his march back to 
civilization, pointing out as he has done 
before the suffering, the fear, and the dan- 
gers that beset him, as he said “the clear 
blue of the skies turned to a dismal gray. 


Tells of Meeting Whitney. 


‘*‘ We climbed an ice ridge, peeped over and 
saw an Eskimo settlement, the firet sign of 
civilization we had seen in many weary 
months,” he said. ‘“‘The BDskimos caught 
sight of ue, came to meet us, and welcomed 
us as resurrected from the dead. Among 
them I saw a young man I am proud to know, 
Harry Whitney of New Haven. Itold him of 
our success in reaching the pole, and he told 
me a steamer would come for him during the 
summer and we could return with him. 

‘But I intended to march southward. I 
did not wish to burden myself with my instru- 
ments on a long, hard march. Besides, it 
seemed an unnecessary risk to take them 
with me when they could be taken to Amer- 
fea on board ship. So I left them with him. 
My object in going south was to gain time. 
I believed I could reach a southern port 
and get back to my home and family several 
months before the ship on which Mr. Whitney 
was to sail After many days of long, weary 
marches I reached Upernavik, where I board- 
ed the steamer Hans Egede and returned to 
Copenhagen. The rest you know.”

BUDGET A MILLION 


Decisive Stand for Better Ad- 
ministration Taken .by 
Commissioners. 


NO RAISE IN SALARIES. 


Highest Efficiency to Be De- 
manded of Clerks and 
All Employes. 


é 


A deceisive stand for a better administra- 
tion of public affairs under its supervision 
has been taken by the county board. Two 
features of the board’s policy stand out most 
prominent: 

Smaller expenditures; appropriations to 
be cut at least $1,000,000. 

Greater efficiency of employés; all ‘‘ dead 
wood " to be cut out. 

The plans of the commissioners to do their 
part in giving Chicago a higher order of gov- 
ernment became known yesterday, when 
President William Busse, speaking of his 
annual report, to be made to the board early 
in December, said it would be “ full of sur- 
prises.” 

No increases in salaries are to be granted, 
despite the strenuous wire pulling of friends 
of employés and the concerted efforts of the 
clerks themselves. State's Attorney Way- 
man’s request for $5,000 as a “ secret fund ”’ 
has been turned down flatly. 

Part of the appeals for more money have 
been made to the board by persons who as- 
sumed the county fevenue would be in- 
creased largely in the coming year by the 
raising of the assessment valuation from 
one-fifth to one-third of actual value The 
board makes it plain that there will be no 
corresponding increase in gross income, how- 
ever, as the assessment rate will be reduced. 
And the charitable institutions, whose de- 
mands are growing steadily, will have first 
call on county money. 


Aim at $7,000,000 Budget. 

Last year's appropriation was $8,467,221.61, 
and every effort will be made to reduce next 
year’s figures to an even $7,000,000. Last 
year’s appropriation included a $2,000,000 
trust fund derived from bond issues, but this 
was needed principally for the erection of 
the new infirmary at Oak Forest. Much of 
that money has been spent and, consequently, 
the demands from that source are lessened. 

However, the cost of repairs grows larger. 
More supplies are needed, industrial schools 


| and the like are clamoring for more money, 


and there are new bridges to erect and new 
roads to construct, and all such improve- 
ments operate against increased salaries. 

It had been argued by employés that as 
not all of the trust funds wil] be needed for 
the present appropriation for the new bulld- 
ing and repairs and the like, that money 
should be diverted into a general salary fund. 
The county board has decided that whatever 
remains over shall be appropriated for the 
same fund. 

State’s Attorney Wayman is to get the 
same appropriation as was given last year 
—$117,950, which included $15,000 for sup- 
plies and $102,950 for salaries. Subsequently 
he was allowed an additional $10,000 for 
“supplies,"” and later he made a request 
for $5,000 “ secret fund.’”” Mr. Wayman has 
a larger detail of policemen than his prede- 
cessor, but these men are furnished by the 
city. 


Both Sides of the Ledger. 


It is true the tax returns will be greater 
than last year, because over $70,000,000 has 
been put-into new buildings, adding to the 
total real estate roll. Board members point 
out, however, that the revenues from the fee 
offices will fall considerably below former 
years, largely because of the new Municipal 
The board considers this a serious 
question, and there is talk among the mem- 


| bers of a conference with the judges of the 


Superior and Circuit courts with a view to 


| offering a remedy. 


Suits can be filed on a cheaper basis and 
tried more expeditiously in the Municipal 


; court than in the older established courts. 
| Hence the new bench is taking away much

The county board deplores the fact that It 


' eannot reduce expenses with the same free- 
| dom as the city. A different and more com- 
' plicated system, it is argued, is in vogue in 


the county. The judges of the Circuit court 
fix the number of employés the various offices 
should have and the board fixes the salaries. 


Busse Tells of Wayman’s Request. 
ing various phases of the coming 
Bhs ont en Bo President Busse said, refer- 
ring first to Mr. Wayman's request: 

“ We have no desire to block Mr. Waymans 
crusade, or his general prosecution of crim- 
inals, but no fund will be appropriated unless 
there is an accounting of the money, we 
are not asking Mr. Wayman ‘to disclose his 
evidence, or anything of that sort, but we 
are supposed to transact our affairs On strict- 
ly business methods. We are accountable 
to the people who elect us.’ 

On the salary question he said: 

“ We are out to save and cannot afford to 
listen to the entreaties of clerks who offer 
arguments of greater cost of living, for in- 
creased salaries. The clerks in the redemp- 
tion department have not been raised In the 
last twelve years, but they cannot be heiped 
now. Salaries in the various coumty in- 
stitutions are none to high, and no more 
persons are employed than are required, but 
we found it necessary toreject their petitions 
for more pay. The same must apply to all 
éther county employés contemplating pe- 
titioning for increased salaries. 

“The loss of fees to the Circuit and Su- 
perior clerks’ offices is a serious proposition 
and I would like to see aremedy. The Mu- 
nicipal court is making its inroads simply 
because filing costs are smaller and cases are 
disposed of more quickly. 


Taxation Not to Be Increased. 

“There is an erroneous impression, which 
seems general, that we are going to command 
a much larger fund because the basis of val- 
uation is beimg raised from one-fifth to one- 
third, and that the old 81 cents on $100 will 
apply. To the contrary, there will be a cor- 
responding reduction in the millage. ‘axa- 
tion, as commonly understood, will not be: 
increased. The county will get more revenue 
simply because there is a greater field for 
assessment. 

“There will be no further attempt of the 
board members to increase their own sai- 


aries, as was talked of last year.’’

You are a Chicagoan, probably, ora resident 
of a suburb which is encompassed in “ great- 
er Chicago.” Perhaps you nave lived many 
years in Chicago and certainly you are inter- 
ested in the city’s welfare. 

But what do you know about Chicago? Do 
you really know Chicago, its history, its civic 
and industrial development, and its geogra- 
phy? Do you really “‘know”™ Chicago? 
Whether you do or do not, yourchildren and 
the future generation of citizens will know 
Chicago as few citizens know the city today, 
according to plans announced by Mrs. Ella 
Flagg Young, superintendent of public 
schools, yesterday. 

The plan consists of a *“ Chicago course "’ 
to be taught in the eighth grade of the 
schools beginning on Jan. 1, 1910. It will be 
a full course, an hour a day five daysa week 
for five months. It will bea branch of study 
little taught heretofore. Not only will the 
course be presented by text books and sup- 
plementary reading matter but the students 
will gain first hand knowledge of the city 
and its industries and civic problems by vis- 
iting the seat of city government and the 
great industrial centere. 


Will Take Place of Algebra. 

The new course has been: considered by 
Mrs. Young and the district superintendents 
for several weeks. In June the board of 
education decided to abolish the teaching of 
algebra in the eighth grade of the schools. 
The new course ts designed to supplant the 
study of higher mathematics in the lower 
grade. The scope of the course is outlined 
in the following paragraph of the report 
of the district superintendents’ committee, 
which was made to Mrs. Young: 

“The work should inchide an intensive 
study of the historical, geographical, indus- 
trial, social, and civic conditions of Chicago 
and Illinois; a review of the work of the 
lower grades in regard to the sources of the 
supplies necessary to our industries, and the 
distribution of our products; the improéve- 
ments which are being planned for the bet- 
terment of our social, sanitary, and civic 
conditions.”’

Drink Causes Disorders. 

I have given these statistics in detail in 
order to establish what I already have said, 
that there is less crime in Chicago than has 
been supposed. Practically all of the dis- 
orderly conduct charges were the result of 
drink. No serious breach of the peace was 
involved. 

Right here I may say that arrésts are made 
by the police promptly and the prisoners are 
removed to the police stations expeditiously. 

As to murders, it is emphatically not true 
that “human life is the cheapest thing in 
Chicago,” as was said several years ago. 
It is admitted that the “ Black Hand” op- 
erates here, but most of the Italians are 
good, hardworking citizens. Such ruffians 
as the “Apaches” of Paris are unknown. 
The footpad has become a thing of the past. 
There are anarchists who must be watched, 
and other potential violators of law and 
order. Such gambling as occure is of the 
“sneak ’’ variety. No houses'in which games 
flourish run with open doors. There are 
places where “ whist” is played, and where 
there is “crap” shooting. Policy also is 
played in spite of active efforts at its re- 
pression. The “ con ’”’ man no longer openly 
seeks his prey. 

Compare Chicago with other cities. Un- 
doubtedly, it is true that the ratio of crime 
in the whole United States has increased 
beyond that of population. Some statistical 
experts show an appalling situation, which 
can be considered only philosophically by 
Americans who know what a degree of order 
exists in the republic.., 

Philadelphia, for example, which is a much 
smaller city than Chicago, has a far heavier 
crime record, according to the report of its 
director of public safety. Baltimore, with a 
population of 543,000, about one-fourth of 
that of Chicago, furnished almost 35,000 ar- 
rests in 1907. 


Boston Bad; New York Worst. 

There were 68,146 arrests in Boston during 
1908. This number exceeds Chicago's record 
by a little more than 5,000. And Greater New 
York, with a population slightly above 4,000, 
000, reported 204,119 arrests in 1907, more 
than three times as many as in Chicago dur- 
ing that year, and exactly three times as 
many as took place here during 1908. 

It will be suggested that Greater New York 
is alnmrost twice as large as Chicago. 
even doubling | Chicago's population, the 
number of New York arrests wil] exceed 
those which would be made at the present 
ratio by 68000. The police of London, a city 
of 6,554,479, arrested only 123,600 persons. 
Greater Paris, with a population of 3,848,618. 
apprehended 84,649 persons, 57,481 of whom 
were held for prostitution. Berlin, apparent- 
ly, has the best record, with 21,680 arrests in 
& population of 1,468,660. 

In order to make Chicago more orderly, 
which is the desire of every decent citizen, 
it is desirable not only that a strong public 
sentiment shall exist, which will strengthen 
the hands of the police by forcing obedience 
to the law, but that measures shal! be taken 
‘to alleviate conditions that lead to crime. 
Here again enters the question of the large 
number of saloons. The slums should be 
cleaned out; better housing provided, and 
more sanitary conditions established. There 
should be education of the younger genera- 
tions.

RECLAMATJON OF ROOM 802 
IN FEDERAL BUILDING MADE. 


Order Sent from Washington Ordering 
Custodian to Turn “Chancery” Apart- 
ment Over to Director Perkins, 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 8 —[Special.]—The 
reclamation of room 802 of the Chicago fea- 
eral building, which has been closed for sev- 
eral years under the guise of occupancy by 
Master in Chancery James Stolp Hopkins. 
son of former United States Senator Albert 
J. Hopkins, was effected today. 

An order was forwarded to Chicago by the 

treasury department instructing the custo- 
dian of the building to turn the room over to 
E: T. Perkins, director of the branch of the 
reclamation service, with headquarters in 
that city.

It is strange 
that today, almost half a century after the 
surrender of Fort Sumter, we still shoyld be 
paying heavy toll for the vast war which en- 
sued. A currency system devised to carry 
the country over a gigantic struggle has 
been enlarged and extended and diversified 
until the people have come to believe it some- 
thing purely American instead of the merest 
makeshift that ever was devised to relievea 
great nation from temporary financia! diffi- 
culties. 


Much “Fiat” Currency Out. 


There is in existence today a great volume 


But | 


of currency which is nothing more nor less 
than “ filat.”” It represents nothing except 
the credit of the United States, and yet it 
bears no interest whatsoever, but circulates 
freely from hand to hand and is in many 
respects a cherished form of ordinary ex- 
change to such an extent that people im- 
mediately take alarm when they find that 
any new system will involve the retirement 
of these greenbacks. They forget that the 
greenback, or United States note, was is- 
sued as a device to carry the government 


Lover the darkest period of the war, and that 


those greenbacks once were circulated only 
at a ruinous discount in comparison with 


gold. 
The minute the war ceased the government, 


In a word, the policy vf Chicago | 


through congress, began to take steps to 
wipe out the disparity between the value 
of the promise to pay and real money, It 
was a great task and it was accomplished 
successfully. Resumption came in 1879, so 
easily and so quietly that no one knew it had 
come. The premium on gold disappeared 
and the minute the people found the gov- 
ernment prepared to redeem the greenbacks 
in gold they ceased to worry themselves 
further. The next step was to have been 
and should have been the retirement of the 
greenbacks, which were of no advantage to 
the government because they were re- 
deemable on demand in gold. 


‘Retirement Was “Sidetracked.” 

Unfortunately other things and other is- 
sues came up, and the result is that at this 
late day, nearly forty-five years after the 
surrender at Appomattox, we stil] are peace- 
fully content with two kinds of obligations 
of the government, one bearing. interest, in 
the form of bonds, and one bearing no in- 
terest, in the form of greenbacks, or United 
States notes, the singularity of the whole 
thing being that these old forced loans which 
the government still owes, but on which it 
pays no interest, amount to more than one- 
third as much as the entire bonded indebted- 
ness of the United States. 

If that were not enough of an incongruity, 
it has resulted from the perpetuity of these 
old war time devices for raising money that 
both the government and the national banks 
are in the business of putting out notes which 
circulate side by side on equal terms as 
money, although there is in reality behind 
both of them nothing at all but the credit 
of the United States, which is to say its tax- 
ing power, because it has no assets which 
could be sold under the hammer to satisfy 
either of these obligations. 

On the first day of this month, according 
to the statement of the controller of the 
currency, there was outstanding $7072,807.- 
459 in national bank notes, or more than 
twice as much as the entire greenback issue 
of the United States at the present time. 


Bank Issue Mostly Secured. 
All but a small percentage of this national 
bank issue is secured by the deposit of in- 
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The system is a good one in some respect® 
If a bank fails, people do not have to look 
over their national bank currency to find 
out ff they happen to possess any of the 
notes of that institution. As all of these notes 
are secured by bonds of the United States, the 
government looks after their redemption, and 
notes of failed banks y be in circulation 
for years without any disturbance of public 
confidence in the soundness of this kind of 
currency. It is a promise to pay by the 
banks, but the only security is the bond of 
the United States. No bank puts up any 
commercial paper or any other asset, but 
the credit of the government as represented 
by its interest bearing bonds is the sole se- 
curity to which the people look. 

We have therefore today, in the United 
States, various kinds of promises to pay 
which every man will tell you are “ as good 
as gold,” and yet they are nothing of the 
sort. The bonds bear interest and taxes have 
to be raiged to provide for that interest. 
The greenbacks are apparently a necessary 
addition to the circulating medium, which 
cost the government nothing in the way of 
interest, and yet it is possible to prove that 
they already have cost the government more 
than if a bond issue had been made to retire 
them all a generation ago. 


Notes Are Dangerous Factor. 


The national bank notes are good in their 
way, but they are so closely connected with 
the price of government bonds as to render 
them a dangerous factor in any financial sys- 
tem, and the margin of profit from their use, 
so far as the banks are concerned, is so smal! 
that there always is a tendency to retire 
them and thus to throw the bonds on the mar- 
ket once more. 

Any new financial system necessarily will 
affect in one way or another $913,317,490 in 
interest bearing bonds, $346,681,016 in United 
States notes and greenbacks, and $702,807,- 
459 in national bank notes, or, in round num- 
bers, $2,000,000,000 worth of promises to pay 
based directly or indirectly upon the credit 
of the United States of America. That isa 
great deal of money to disturb lightly and 
unintelligently, and yet, as I will show later 
on, there is more to come in the way of 
warning to the people to study this currency 
question from the ground up, and when they 
do made a change to make it ina way which 
shall be fearless, scientific, and eminently 
bonest.

Denver, Colo., Oct. 8.—[Special.]—Reorgan- 
ization of the Colorado Fuel and Iron com- 
pany, giving control to John D. Rockefeller 
and associates, is planned to take place at the 
annual meeting of the stockholders and the 
election of officers in Denver on Oct. 18. 

Not only will the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
company and the holding company, the Colo- 
rado Industrial company, be reorganized, but 
subsidiary corporations like the Crystal 
River railroad, the Colorado and Wyoming 
railroad, the Rocky Mountain Coal and Iron 
company, and the Minnequa Land and Water 
company) will be included. 

An important matter to be authorized at the 
meeting is the payment of cumulative inter- 
est on $2,000,000 worth of preferred stock out- 
Stancing. No interest has been paid since 
1903, and about 52 per cent now is due, which 
will amount to $1,000,000. Rockefeller and 
associates will collect.

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POLICE SCENT A MURDER 


Inspectog Healy Investigating 
Death of A. Pellginni. 


BODY IN ROOMING HOUSE. 


Man and Woman-Under Arrest and 
Others Being Watched. 


Inspector Stephen K. Healy of the Des- 
plaines street station is investigating the 
death of Andrew Pellginni, 65 years old, a 
Manitoba stockman, whose body was found 
lying on the floor of a cheap rooming house 
at 128 Halsted street last night. 

Joseph Gibson and a woman whose iden- 
tity is guarded by the police are under arrest 
at the station, and itis said that other arrests 
may be ordered today. 

According to the police, Pellginni arrived 
in Chicago early yesterday, and some time 
later made the acquaintance of a woman 
who, it is said, lured him to the Halsted street 
rooming house. 


Think He Was Murdered. 

That Peliginni may have been murdered is 
one theory, as there were signs of a fight in 
the little hall room in which his body was 
found. 

A bank book of a Brandon institution show- 
ing deposits of more than $400 was found in 
his possession, but no money was obtained 
as a result of a careful search by the police. 
Blood stains showed plainly on the bed 
clothing and several discolorations were no- 
ticeable on the body. It is thought Pelliginni 
may have been given “ knockout’’ drops 
and then attacked as he lay in the room. 

When the police arrived Peliginni was lying 
on the floor and several! pieces of chinaware 
were strewn about the room, indicating a 
struggle must have taken place. A chair— 
the only one in the room—was tilted against 
the wall, and Gibson and the woman were 
found in such an intoxicated condition that 
no statement could be obtained from them, 


Police Will Investigate. 


“Tt looks as though Pellginni may have been 
put out of the way,’’ said Inspector Healy, 
‘but as yet it ls hard to make any kind ofa 
statement, for my men have only started an 
investigation. There are several bruises on 
the body, and blood spots marked the bed 
linen and showed in places on the floor. It is 
likely that other arrests will be made.”’ 


Steals for Wife; Conscience Stricken. 


Anxious to gladden the heart of his invalid wife 
by giving her a present, George Baumgartel, a 
barber, yesterday admitted in police court he had 
stolen a purse, valued at $4, from the counter ofa 
department store. He was sentenced to three 
months in the House of Correction.

Says 1885. Law Is Valid 
and Can Be Used. 


TO NOMINATE WITH IT. 


Sixth Congressional and Second 
Senatorial Districts Will 
Test Opinion. 


In a search for a method by which party 
candidates in the Sixth congressional and 
Second senatorial districts may retain the 
party label on the ballot for the special 
elections in those districts, the party organ- 
{zations have hit on the old primary law of 
1885. 

An opinion that in the absence of any other 
valid primary act this early and forgotten 
law governs, was given to County Clerk 
Haas yesterday by Assistant County At- 
torney William F. Struckmann. The attor- 
ney holds the law of 1898 is invalid for rea- 
sons which resulted in the adverse Supreme 
Court decision on the recent direct primary 
act, and that the only law which can govern 
nominations is the earlier one, the #rst at- 
tempt at the “‘ regulation "’ of nominations. 

Mr. Haas said this opinion was good 
enough for him and that nominations made 
by the various parties would be certified as 
the regular party candidates to go on the 
ballots as such. 


Sought Nominating Plan. 

Ever since Attorney Frank Ayers of the 
election board gave an opinion to the com- 
missioners that the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties were barréd from putting up 
regular party candidates, the political or- 
ganizations have been hunting around for 
a way in which this condition could be 
avoided. Under the Ayers opinion the two 
parties could get their candidates on the 
ballot only by petition and then as inde- 
pendent candidates. 

There was no trouble about the nomina- 
tion. They could nominate in any way in 
which they might see fit, but their candi- 
dates lacked the official party label so far 
as the law was concerned. The “ law "’ of the 
opinion was questioned, but the election com- 
missioners were prepared to abide by it until 
they were shown some superior authority, 
and the party managers had discussed the 
advisability of an appeal to the county re- 
viewing board. 

County Clerk Haas, as a member of the re- 
viewing board, and also as a member of the 
Republican organization, put the matter up 
to the county attorney’s office, and the 1885 
act was dug up. 


Suits Practical Politicians. 

It is a law modeled after the desires of the 
politician of the practical order who will 
contend that the first effort at primary leg- 
islation was the best. It provides that if the 
party organization wants to hold a primary 
election it may. 

If they don't want to they are not obliged 
to. If they want to hold a primary the or- 
ganization is required to advertise the fact, 
stating what candidates are to be nominated, 
where the polling places are, and who the 
judges of election are. 

The Struckmann opinion holds that the 
parties in the present instance may avail 
themselves of the option or they may do as 
they like in the matter of holding a conven- 
tion or caucus. The candidates they nom- 
inate must be certified by the county clerk as 
the regular party nominees and must be 
placed on the ballot as pafty candidates. 

In case this ruling be disputed it goes to 
the county reviewing board, in the case of 
the congressional district, for settlement. 
The board is composed of the county clerk, 
County Judge Rinaker, and State’s Attornty 
Wayman. If it be disputed tn the case of 
the senatorial election, it goes to the elec- 
tion commissioners. 

The latter might uphold Attorney Ayefs so 
far as the senatorial candidates are con- 
cerned, but the congressional candidates are 
likely to get on the official ballot as regular 
party candidates. The congressional ques- 
tion was the bothersome one and the party 
managers will be more than half content if 
they secure the party label only for con- 
gressional candidates. 


Law Has No Importance. 

Aside from the matters involved in the two 
special elections the question of the validity 
of the law of 1898 or of 1885 has little or no 
importance. It might gain importance in the 
spring when aldermanic nominations are to 
be made if the law of 1885 were attacked, and 
if no new legislation were on the books, but 
the intention of the legislature to try again 
at general primary legislation tdkes signifi- 
cance from the present dispute except so far 
as it affects the special elections. 

In view of the fact that the county attor- 
ney’s Office was to pass on the question the 
Republican executive committee, which wag 
scheduled for a meeting to consider methods 
of making nominations, postponed the meet- 
ing until mext week, when Senator Lorimer 
is expected to be home,

REST OF TICKET FUSION. 


Asks Practically Same Honianse Mates 
as Bannard Has, 


a 


New York, Oct. 9.—After two days of si- 
lence William Randolph Hearst announced 
to a crowd of waiting constituents, at an 
early hour this morning, that he would ac- 
cept an independent nomination for mayor of 
New York, provided that his associates upon 
the city and county tickets be substantially 
Republican-fusion nominees as already se- 
lected. His statement, outlining the condi- 
tions upon which he will accept, is in part 
as follows: 

* Whether I am a candidate or not, I will 
support the rest of the fusion ticket nomi- 
nated in opposition to Tammany Hall. When 
the Independence league committee with- 
drew from the fusion conference it declared. 
that it still stood ready ‘to support a frank 
and honest expression of progressive princi- 
ples and candidates irrespective of party.’ 
This is your épportunity to substantiate that 
declaration. Nominate me if you so desire 
with the greater part of that fusion ticket 
behind me and I will run. 


“Fusionists Worthy of Support.”’ 

“The candidates nominated on the fusion 
ticket are worthy of support. The ticket is 
already in the field. If we nominate another 
ticket, both tickets may be defeated. If we 
nominate the fusion ticket, Tammany will be 
defeated. And if Tammany is defeated the 
citizens will win.”’ 
Mr. Hearst went on to say that he thought 
his chances for election would be better on a 
straight independent ticket, but that he was 
not considering his personal chances alone 
but of the city at large. In other words; 
he wished the indorsement of the independ- 
ents to enable him to head a ticket simply by 
dieplanting Otto IT. Bannard, who has been 
nominated by the regular Republican party 
and indorsed by the so-called fusionists.

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HOFFCUT PLAN STUDIED. 


Professor Shows Three Ways for 
Congress to Regulate Enter- 
prises Deemed: Monopolies. 


; 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 8.—[Special.}—An 
act providing for federal incorporation of 
concerns doing interstate business is among 
the probabilities of the coming session of 
congress. ' 

It was learned today ‘that a bill for this 
purpose, backed by the attorney general of 
the United States,. will be introduced next 
winter. It will contain.a great. many of the 
ideas on this subject which have been ad- 
vanced by statesmen from time to time in, 
the. last few years, but which have been 
pushed aside as being strides allittle too rapid 
along the line of centraHzation of power in 
the federal government to permit a favorable 
reception by the lawmakers. 


Wickersham Thinks Time Ripe. 

Attorney General Wickersham gave out 
some tentative ideas as to federal incorpora- 
tion during one of his visits to Beverly in the 
summer. He is of ‘the opinion that the time 
now is ripe for a law which will enable trade 
corporations doing an tnterst&te business to 
place themselves under-one master instead 
of under forty-six, as is the case at present.” 
He therefore will cause to be drawn up soon 
4 measure the aim of which will be to permit 
various firms with business extending beyond 
the borders of the state to petition congress 
for legal.authority to conduct such business. 

The question of forcing them to accept gov- 
ernment control is not entirely unconsidered. 

The nature of the law to be devised is im- 
portant and farreaching, and ft can be said 
that Mr. Wickersham is some distance from 
the goal which he hopes to reach. The idea 
of forcing corporations to accept federal con- 
trol is one which always has been regarded 


as a difficult proposition for congress to pre- 
seribe. The double franchise idea presents 
itself at every turn, and the business of a 
number of corporations outside of their home 
states is so limited that many of them will 
not wish to accept federal contro! at all. 


Has Studied Hoffcut’s Views. 

On this subject the attorney general says 
he has been reading closely e views of 
Prof. Ernest W. Hoffcut of Cornell! univer- 
sity and F. J. Stimson, advisory counsel to 
the industrial commission which was in ex- 
istence a few years ago, on the constitutional 
aspect of federal control of corporations. 
These conclusions were published in the re- 
ports of the commission and apparently 
have gone without serious notice up to this 
time. 

Mr. Wickersham has given close attention 
to Hoffcut’s suggestions as to three ways in 
which congrese could take to itself entire 
and practical contro! of interstate corporate 
enterprises. These are: 

The prevention ef the use of the mails to such 
corporations as fall within the definition of mo- 
nopoly. 

The taxing of state corporations upon their in- 
terstate commerce. 

The direct prohibition of state corporations from 
engaging in interstate commerce. 

It can be stated that the second of these 
prescriptions has appealed to the attorney 
general, although he insists that the questfon 
still an open one.

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NEW CIVIL WAR HISTORY 
IN SHERMAN’S “HOME 
LETTERS.” 
Communications from the Gen- 
eral to His Wife Reveal More of 
His Views on War Events and 
Men, 


HE publishing season has opened at a 
lively pace this year, and I notice that 

there are more books along the lines 

of biographies, autobiographies, and 
.recoliections than usual, and while 
there is some fiction, and some important 
fiction, announced, there is not as much as is 
usual] in the spring season. Publishers have 
come round to believing that books of a 
more. permanent value are a better invest- 
ment in the long run. They may. not sell so 
much at first, but they keep on selling. One 
of the most important, as well as the most 
interesting, of the fall publications is the 
volume of HOME LETTERS OF GEN. 
SHERMAN (Scribner), edited by M. A. De 
Wolfe Howe. Some years ago the Messrs, 
Scribner published the important correspond- 
-ence between Gen. Sherman and his brother 
John, the senator. Those letters were pre- 
pared for-publication by Mrs. Paul Thorn- 
dike, Gen. Sherman's daughter Rachel. Mrs. 
Thorndike has also helped in the prepara- 
tion of the present volume, as has her 
brother, P. T. Sherman. Gen. Sherman hag 
contributed most valuable material to the 
history of the civil-war, His * Memoirs,” 
published in 1875. were, as his editor well 
puts it, “an outspoken record of his career 
im peace and war."’ Gen. Sherman was noth- 
ing if not outspoken, and ‘one realizes this 
more than ever in reading these “ Home 
Letters.”” They are all addressed to his 
wife, beginning before they were married 
even, perhaps before their courtship. for 
Gen. Sherman as a young man lived in the 


family of Thomas Ewing of Ohio, the father 


of his future bride, soon after the death of 
Ris owm father in 1829. The first of these 
letters béars the date of 1887, and was written 
when Sherman was a cadet at.West Point. 
To say that this volume is interesting and 
-* important is doing it faint justice. It is his- 
» tory, and history written by a man who knew 
ve how to write ae well as lie knew how to fight. 
We get most picturesque glimpses of the 
south and of the west, California, particu- 


larly of San Francisco, in the early ‘Sus, and

It is evident from some of the letters writ- 
ten to his wife that Sherman was seriously 
considering an opportunity to go to London, 
which would have kept him there for about 
two years.

He staid in 
Louisiana, and besities attending to the 
affairs of the seminary, of which he was head 
Master, he noted what was going on. He 
‘wrote to his wife in July, 1860; 

Alexandria, July 10, 18600.— . I feel little 
interest in politics, and certainly am glad to see it 
realized that politicians can’t govern the country.

I hopé the war won't end until those who 
caused the war, the politicians and editors, are 
made to feel it. The scoundrels take good care of 
their hides, run up after a fight, and back again 
before there is a chance for another. 

As the war progressed Sherman came into 
his own. He was the hero of the hour, and 
he continued to be a hero till the day of his 
death. In 1865 Lincoln wanted to make him 
secretary of war, but he declined. This was 
just before the assassination, of which he 
writes to his wife: 

The assassination of Mr. Lincoln is most un- 
fortunate, but we ride a whirlwind and must take 
events as they arise. I have notice that I wasem- 
braced in the program, but the fellow who was to 
do the job did not appear, and if he {s not in a hurry 


| he will be too late. I don’t fearan assassin, though 


I would prefer, for the name of the thing, to get 
mv quietus in a more honest way, in open manly 


fight. . 

In the same year, from camp opposite Rich- 
mond, he writes: 

Tomorrow I march through Richmond with col- 
ors fiying and drums beating as a matter of 
right and not by Halieck’s favor, and no notice 
will be taken of him pérsonally or officially. I 
dare him to oppose my march. He will think 
twice before he again undertakes to stand between 
me and my subordinates. Unless Grant inter- 
posos from his yielding and good nature I shall 
get some equally good opportunity to insult Stan- 
ton. 

‘ Stanton wants to kill me because I do not favor 
the scheme of declaring the negroes of the south, 
now free, to be loyal voters, whereby politicians 
may manufacture just so much more pliable elec- 
tioneering material.

Why juveniles 
should all be forced out from the pub- 
lishers’ houses like a batch of tulips In 
spring it is dificult to understan 
Surely children Nke to read all the year 
round, and without question live American 
chiMren are liable to be the recipients of gift 
books at almost any moment. Yet the pub- 
lishers rest under the impression that juve- 
niles belong exclusively to the holidays, and 
as there is nothing so difficult to destroy as 
an impression, at that time, and at no other, 
they are published. 

Among the best of the juveniles offered 
this season. is Margaret Warner Morley's 
“* DONKEY JOHN OF THE TOY VALLEY.”

She has native character and 
dignity, but not strength of will sufficient to 
enable her to remain mistress of herself 
when a defhanding egotist of a man comes 
along. How London broke poor Daphne’s 
heart and the manner in which it was 
patched up—though it never was anything 
like as good as new—is the story. It makes 
entertaining reading, for the charactere 'r- 
troduced are nothing if not picturesque and 
lifelike.

Boston Attorney Consents to Defend 
Ten Hour a Day Statute Before the. 
Illinois Supreme Court. 


State's Attorney John E. W. Wayman yes- 
terday received a letter from Attorney Louis 
D. Brandeis of Boston. in which Mr. Brandeis 
accepted the state’s attorney's invitation to 
defend the Illinois ten hour law for working 
women before the state Supreme court in 
December. 

The Oregon statute prohibiting women 
from working in factories more than ten 
hours a day was defended by Mr. Brandeis in 
the United States Supreme court, which up- 
held the law.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 8.—Under the op- 
eration of the new tariff law there was an 
increase of 100 per cent in the value of im- 
ports into the United States from the Philip- 
pine Islands during last August, compared 
with the imports in the same month of the 
previous year. The total value of merchan- 
dise from the Philippines in August, 1900, 
was $1,821,188, against $814,519 in August, 
1908 


Curiously enough the importation of Ma- 

ila hemp, which formerly entered free of 
duty, formed the largest part of this increase, 
amounting in value to $1,578,205, while in 
August of last year the value of that article 
imported was but $314,128. The increase of 
importations of articles formerly dutiable 
and now free was not large, so that the 
changes in the tariff appear to have played 
but little importance in the trend of trade 
between the Philippines and the United 
States.

mously. During August last 9,856,000 pounds 
of sugar came in free, while during the same 
month of the previous year when a duty was 
levied the importations aggregated 24,640,000 
pounds, or two and a half times as much as 
when no duty was paid.

Lowering of Condition Causes Sharp 
Rally; Provisions Strong. 


Notwithstanding the fact that the general 
run of news was moderately bearish, there 
Was practically no wheat on tap at times, 
and the undertone -was extremely strong. 
Final prices showed substantial gains, net 
advances being %@Xc for the day. Near the 
close there was a little reaction when the 
government figures were posted, an increase 
in the estimated yield of spring wheat be- 
ing regarded as bearish. The total spring 
wheat crop is now estimated at approximate- 
ly 292,000.000 bu and the total crop at 725,- 
000,000 bu, or about 60,000,000 bu more than 
a year ago. Liverpool did not show any 
encouragement to buyers closing unchanged 
to %d lower for futures. Outside trade was 
light here, local bulls being the best buyers. 


Foreign News Favors Bears. 

Foreign news was more favorable to shorts 
than the bulls, but had little effect. Increased 
offerings of Manitoba whekt and also a fair 
amount of new Laplata wheat caused some 
selling. World’s shipments will be about 
2,000,000 bu larger than a year ago at 12,500,- 
000 bu, including 4,139,000 bu from this coun- 
try. Argentina shipped 72,000 bu; India, 
nothing; and Australia, 884,000 bu. Rlissia 
and North America will undoubtedly be 
called on to supply the bulk of the offerings 
for some time. Primary receipts are begin- 
ning to compare more favorably with a year 
ago, yesterday being 1,511,000 bu, against 
1,477,000 bu a year ago. Northwest receipts 
were 871 cars, against 785 cars a year ago. 
Winnipeg had 708 cars, against 538 cars a 
year ago, and Igcal arrivals were 38 cars, 
with 67 cars promised for today. 


Southwest Receipts Increasing. 

Receipts in the southwest are picking up a 
little, but nothing seems to check the demand 
for No. 2 red, which sold at Kansas City for 
$1.254%. The farmers appear to be hoarding 
this variety in all directions, and it would not 
be surprising if they overdid it this year. 
Should the new crop winter well and there be 
fine prospects for a big yield, holders of red 
winter might find themselves in a majority 
with-the demand less than expected. In the 
local market there was a fair cash demand,” 
but sales were fair—100,000 bu. Rains in the 
southwest have furnished moisture in the 
only spot needing it, and the general outlook 
for the new crop as reported by the Modern 
Miller and other reporters is excellent. The

sellérs. Primary receipts were~466,000 bu, 
compared with 220,000 bu last year.

Big Crop of Oats Raised. 

In the oats trade the government report 
had little effect as a market fact8r. The 
preliminary estimate on the yield of 983,- 
618.000 bu was about as expected. A 
feature was the aggressive selling of the 
December and May, especially the latter, by 
provision interesta. The trade was at a 
loss as to whom to credit the selling of May, 
although a good many of the wise men in the 
trade thought it to be for cereal interests. 
Peavey was a good buyer of December, and 
there was more or less covering by shorts 
because of the strength in wheat and corn. 
The movement continues disappointing. 
Farmers evidently are not satisfied with the 
bids sent out, and are preparing to hold out. 
Some of the receivers look for an increase in 
the movement, however, as they believe 
farmers will have to get rid of some of their 
oats to make room for the new corn crop. 
Offerings at the sample table were estimated 
at 225 cars. Prices were 4@%c higher. Cash 
sales were 165,000 bu. Final prices showed 
gains of 4@%6°. 

Fair Gains in Hog Products. 

Provisions scored fair gains. Trade, how- 
ever, was rather quiet and uninteresting. A 
fgature was the paucity of offerings. The 
board’s report made hogsprices a shade high- 
er at the yards, but private advices stated 
that values for the raw material were fully 
10c higher and this tended to frighten trad- 
ers away from the selling side. The buy- 
ing was largely by shorts and by. commis- 
sion houses, Trade in cash meats and lard 
was reported as good, the recent decline in 
prices tending to stimulate the demand some- 
what. Hog receipts were reported at 11,000 
head and only 7,000 head are expected to- 
day.

Corn 
traders who sold early on the theory that the 
report would show an improvement in condition 
found it impossible to buy any corn on the ad- 
vance. Thé oats report was about as expected. 


**The trade failed to realize the extent of the dam- 
age done to corn by drought)” saide leading cash 
man whose house has many stations in Nebraska 
and Kansas. ‘‘ It was the general view apparently 
that the reports were overdrawn and exaggerated. 
As a matter of fact, some of the reports we had 
from our agents satisfied us that the injury sus- 
tained was greater than any year in a long time.
